As @ result of the 1980 census, 
some Congressional seats may 
bé lost to a few states, while oth- 
ers gain them. . 

‘According to.a 1978 population 
estimate, New York, Ohio, Illinois, 
Pennsylvania, Michigan, and 
South Dakota may lose a total of 
11 seats. In New York state, Chi- 
sholm and Rangel represent two 
of the four smallest Congres- 
sionat districts. 


While the average district pop- 
ulation in New York in 1970 was 
455,000, their districts -had 
372,000 and 380,000 respectively. 
And between 1970 and 1978, Chi- 
shoim’s district lost 20.4 percent 
of its population, and Rangel's 
18.5 percent. New. York is 
expected to lose four seats. — 


in Michigan, Conyers and 
Diggs represent the smallest dis- 
tricts -- 389,000 and 332,000 


respectively. The average district . 


in 1970 was 484,000. Michigan is 
expected to lose one seat through 
re-districting.

Likewise, Stokes represents the 
smallest district in Ohio --347,000 
compared with the state average 
in 1970 of 467,000. During the 
decade, his district has lost 24.9 
percent of its population: Ohio is 
estimated to lose two seats. 

Similarly, Congressman. Clay 
of Missouri represents the smal- 
lest district in the state -- 376,000 
as compared. with an average of 
486,000. While Missouri is not 
likely tolose a seat,  re-districting 
could reduce his 54 percent black 
majority ‘and make his re-election 
more difficult. ; 

In Illinois, Stewart and Collins 
represent two of the four smallest 
districts in the state -- 392,000 and 
404,000 respectively against a 
state average of 468,000 per dis- 
trict in 1970. Since then, these two 
districts have lost 15.2 and 13.1 
percent of their populations. IIli- 
nois is. expected to lose two seats. 

These figures are estimates. 
The. census will determine the 
real count, and the loss and gain 
of Congressional seats.

Sarah Roberts was described in 
the literature relative to this case'as 
a bright little “five - year - old Negro girl 
whavhied been denied admission to an 
all-White public school and had -been~ 
thereby forced to walk a half mile to.an 
all-Negro school.” 

At Columbia University this summer, 
one hundred and thirty years after Sarah 
Roberts was denied admission to the 
public schools; known then as common 
schools, | listened as a northern city 
school superintendent atteripted to 
explain how much more time was needed 
for the desegregation of his district. | 
advised my colleague that no amount of 
time would be sufficient tor an undertak- 
ing unless we first make a beginning.

Perhaps I am wrong, but for years I have harbored 


the belief that Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., Whitney 
Young, James Farmer, Roy Wilkins, and Rev. Leon 
Sullivan challenged the system so that Black 
Americans could enjoy the fruits of equal opportunity 
and justice. They-had us Black Americans marching 
and singing “We shall overcome” and other freedom 
songs, as this nation was reminded that the slaves of 
yesteryear were now seeking a greater share of the 
“economic pie.” But as I travel about the country this 
year, I get the feeling that the young, and not so young, 
think that the movement was to give Black people the 
right to remain ignorant and unemployed. 

Too many of us are ignoring the terms inflation, 
recession, and high unemployment among Black 
youths. Instead of a concern for economic growth, I see, 
in my opinion, examples of Blacks moving backwards. I 
am talking about the hairstyles of corn-rows, plaits, and 
braids that are circling, adorning, or hanging from 
Black skulls. Yes, I do love myself.and other Black 
people, but that does not blind me to the things that will 
impede the forward progress of Black Americans. Ihave 
no quarrel! with the singers and entertainers who use 
these styles to add flair to their showmanship, but I am 
talking about those individuals who claim that they are 
followers because it is style or they are relating to their 
African sisters and brothers. 

I recall that years ago the white man wanted us 
to plait our hair so that we could fit their labels of 
“pickaninnies”; thus, the Black female was anxious to 
reach her teenage years so that she could rid herself of 
the plaits and braids. Before sorneone attempts to 
rationalize and say that the generation gap is why I 
don’t appreciate the hairstyles, please let him, or her, 
explain to me why the masses of African citizens aren't 
wearing their hair in those fashions except for special 
events. The African nations have adopted Western 
styles and developments as they endeavor to improve 
their socioeconomic status as world powers. And I admit 
that years ago African warriors fought with spears, 

and wore their hair in braids. Today, they 
utilize modern shooting weapons and no longer wear 
their hair in braids. So why are so many of the Black 
athletes wearing their hair in braids? As a former 
athlete, it really disgusts me when I see Black American 
athletes with braids while their African competitors are 
wearing their hair in a short, natural style. 

My young friends, are you making it easy for “the 
man” to keep so many of you on the unemployment 
rolls? Remember, employers can and will enforce a

sent to 1633 Duxberry Ave., 
the home of his sister, Mrs. 
Scott explained. 

Although she feels cer- 
tain that Scott has left the 
city, Mrs. Scott said “we 
live in constant fear that he 
will return some night and 
do serious physical harm to 
me and the children. We 
lived behind locked doors, 
and keep’: a loaded shot- 
gun nearby. We never 
answers the door. without 
the gun,” she added. 

Mrs. Scott, who said she 
was recently granted a 
divorce from her wander- 
ing husband, said “! just 
hope that he will soon be 
caught so the kids can get 
some rest. As matters now 
stand, the children are 
afraid to go outside alone, 
even to carry out the gar- 
bage,” she said. 

The Scott family has: the 
sympathy of Nichalos Bon- 
dra, supervisor of OSU 
Police, who said he is 
aware of the severe trauma 
they are experiencing and 
he also hopes that the 
name of the rape victim 
would not be used in the 
story. 

Since Scott has been 
indicted by a Franklin 
County grand jury, Bondra 
said the case is now in the 


hands of county authori- - 


ties. However, like Mrs. 
Scott, he too wants to see 
Scott apprehended. 

Mrs. Scott, in addition to 
being afraid Scott will 
return and do bodly harm 
to both her and the child- 
ren, she says he is 
extremely ill and in serious 
need of medical treatment.

Next, the applications 
are forwarded to the 
winterization/insulation pro- 
ject office. Field estimators 
then go to the homes and 
determine _what_materials. 


are needed for winteriza- 


thon: He ‘said it takes about 


four months to analyze 500 
to 700 homes. 

Zeller explained. the 
estimator will check inside 
the attic for insulation, 
windows, doors, basement, 
“foundation for cracks’ and” 
the furnace. Then the 
estimator goes outside and 
checks doors, windows, 
roof and foundation. 

When a home is winteriz- 
ed, insulation is placed in 
the attic; all broken 


windows, sashes and doors _ 


are replaced, and storm 
doors and windows are 
installed where necessary. 
“The maximum amount for 
materials cannot’ exceed 
$600 for a single home,” he 
said.
